WU Obſervations, I find that I have 

been too ſhort and deficient in what

Diſeaſe ſhould break out amongſt us fud- 

denly, but they are much ro be prefer'd 
to any kind of Barracks thar can be builr,

Ir Barracks are built, no one that thinks 
ſeriouſſy of this Matter, will, I believe, 
propoſe lodging above twenty ſick People 
in cach Barrack, for fear of doing Mif- 
chief inſtead of Good, by crouding up too 
many together in a Room.

For Warmth in Winter, and Airineſs

what makes Tents infinitely preferable to 
Barracks, is, that they may upon occa- 
ſion, with little or no Trouble be remo- 

ved from one Place to another; whereas 
when Barracks are built, there's no remo- 
ving them from one Place to another, with. 
out great Labour and Charge. FN 4 
Tents, and the Beds belonging t5 
them, if there be no occaſion for them, 
may be uſeful to the Navy, or ſomewhere 
elſe; whereas Barracks, ſuch as are only 
fit for ſick People, will be of no uſe at all, 
Tents allo, if they are uſed, may be ſo

As faſt as People recover in the ſick 
Tents, the beſt way to air them in their 
Quarantanes, and render them fit to return 
to their Habitations, according to the 
beſt of my Judgment, will be to remoye 
them into Soldiers Tents, pitch'd at a con- 
venient diſtance, where only two or three 
may lodge in a Tent, It will be a very 
difficult and chargeable thing to build Bar- 
racks ſo uſeful, and every way convenient
